BIRMINGHAM—(AP)—Coal miners in this area. yester- ti 
day were looking forward to a bleak Christmas and many 
admitted they were plenty peeved about it. 


“The three-day work week begin- 
ning Monday called by United 
Mine Workers boss, John L. Lewis, 
had the miners wondering how 
they would pay for Christmas 
extras. 

At Lewisburg, Ala., a small min- 
ing commuity ‘of about 2,000 just 
outside Birmingham, the operator 
of a store comented: 

“Last week after the miners 
went back was the first time I’ve 
made any money since June. With 
the strike on I actually lose 
money,” and he pointed to his 
shelves, sparsely littered with 
cheap staples. 

The store owner, a grizzled vet- 
eran of 35 years in the pits him- 
self, added: 

“Santa Claus will certainly go 
through Lewisburg in a hurry this 
year.” He criticized John L. Lewis 
and said he “couldn't see where 
Lewis is helping the miners much.” 

A mine foreman of a big mine 
employing more than 300 men also 
was ina sober mood over prospects 
of shorter paychecks at Christmas 
time.

ROCKET PLANE ENVISIONED 


One Hour for Coast-to-Coas! Flight 


NEW YORK—(/)—A rocket air- 
plane to fly from New York to 
San Francisco in less than an hour 
was described to the American So- 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers yes- 
terday. 

It will travel almost 10,000 miles 
_ hour. But will land at only 
150. 

The shape is a fat, sharp-pointed 
pencil, 80 feet long, nine feet wide. 
A pair of small wings is set mid- 
way between point and tail. The 
tail fins are as big as the wings, 
and the vertical tail fin is bigger.

The ship hasn’t been built. But 
it is a lot closer now than engineers 
suspected.

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Whose Car Tax Are You Paying? 


Fulton County’s Board of Tax Asses- 
sors has started the task of collecting State 
and county general property taxes on 
some 37,000 automobiles on which returns 
were not made. 

It is a tremendous task and a difficult 
one. Yet it is one which, under State law, 
must be done. 

The State anually furnishes each coun- 
ty a list of all persons therein who have 
purchased tags for automobiles and, un- 
der a statute adopted in 1915 and revised 
in 1927, unless the county collects taxes 
on 90 percent of the cars registered, road 
funds are withheld. 

That is they theoretically are with- 


held. 


Actually, even counties like Fulton 
which make a conscierfi:sus effort, find 
that more than 10 percent are uncollecti- 
ble. Thousands of tag purchasers give fic- 
titious names to begin with. Others give 
nonexistent addresses. Still others move, 
many leaving not only the county but the 
State as well. 

Of the notices which Fulton County 
this year mailed out, nearly 10,000 have 
been returned marked “unclaimed”, “un- 
known at this address’, or “present resi- 
dence unknown”. 

Of those who do get the notices, many 
come in and pay up. Others do so when 
the lists are turned over to the tax col- 
lector and fi. fas. are issued. But many 
never do. And, what’s more, they seem to 
get away with it in many instances vear 
after year. 

This is an obvious discrimination 
against those law-abiding—or, if you pre- 
fer, naive—citizens who return their cars 
and pay their taxes. It is also manifestly 
inequitable that residents of some coun-

We are not certain that automobiles 
ought to have to be returned for purposes 
of the general property levy.

But if the State is going to continue

There was a bill before the last Legis- 
lature which would have required every 
applicant for an automobile tag to show 
a receipt covering the general property 
tax on the car for the previous year. It 
is a logical requirement and, it seems to 
us, more feasible than the system in use 
in some States where tags are distributed 
through the county tax collector’s office 
AFTER THE GENERAL PROPERTY 
TAX ON THE CAR HAS BEEN PAID. 

At any rate, Georgia’s present method 
of collecting the general property tax on 
automobiles is a haphazard one which 
does not produce anywhere near as much 
revenue as it should and a discriminatory 
one which forces reputable citizens to 
carry the tax load while the shysters and 
fly-by-nights laugh at the law. 

If more than 10 percent of Georgia’s 
automobile owners can get away with not 
paving any tax on them—and the figure 
is actually far greater than that—then 
nobody ought to pay. 


obtain an agreement with one or two big 
companies, forcing the rest in line, just as 
did the Steelworkers’ Union. 

The miners have worked only 160 out 
of the 234 working days so far this year.

Christmas will be 
slim in most miners’ households.

Especially in the atmosphere of a city 


which is not only the capithl of a great nation and of the whole Western world, but with command- 
ing influence in the world at large, and in a very critical stage of history. 


A city, like a’ human being, can have what 
the psychiatrists call a psychosis. If that reaches 
in the case of this city what seems to be a dis- 
turbing state, it is a matter of news to point it 
out. It is something that concerns the people of 
the country. This is, after all, their capital of 
their Government. 

While there is no intention here to Marm, 
this city does seem to suffer just now from a 
neuroticism which expresses itself in an almost 
morbid interest in a possible war, with talk con- 
centrated on strategy. The luncheon clubs and 
dinner tables are full of it. It feeds on itself. 
This is no secret. You read about aome of it in 
your newspapers, though not all of it. For there's 
too much for newspaper space, and some of it 
is in the “off-the-record” category. 


In the normal course of his work here 
a reporter attends lots of luncheons, and 
mostly in recent weeks and months the 
speaker has been a military man, a general 
or an admiral, our own or a visitor, or a 
diplomat, our own or a visitor, who talks, 
too, in terms of high diplomatic or military 
strategy. There seems to be nothing else. 


It burst upon this reporter recently after 
leaving one of these affairs, all of a sudden, that 
it had been a long time since he had heard any- 
body talk about peace, or constructive efforts in 
that direction, other than the seemingly accepted 
one of arming ourselves and our allies to the 
teeth. 

It was one of those quick flashes revealing 
atmosphere and what seems to be an established 
psychosis of this capital city. 

The procession of military men and diplo- 
mats talking about possible war and ways to meet 
it had become so routine that you missed the 
“story” by being too close to it. And it does 

to be a story of some importance to our 
people. Then it strikes you that it is dangerous 
when it all becomes accepted as routine. 

It ought not to be routine. 

This city, of course, is where military and 
diplomatic strategy centers naturally, not only 
our own but that of what we have come to call 
“the Western World,” and there is bound to be 
. deal of it here. But the insistent, mor- 
bid interest in it seems far out of proportion for 
our own health and sanity and far outweighs 
interest in constructive ways to bring peace. 


The atmosphere is not tense at all—just apa- 
thetic and resigned, which seems just as bad in 
its way. 


Reporters here fall in with the atmos- 
phere—it is, after all, part of their jobs— 
and we have among us a goodly number of 
experts on strategy, aside from those who 
specialize in military and diplomatic affairs, 
who can ask penetrating questions and match 
wits with the best military and diplomatic 
minds on what to do if this or that happens, 
what are the best weapons for this and that 
type of strategy, and so on. It is a seductive- 
ly fascinating mental exercise. Might it alse 
become insidious in time? 


It is commendable initiative and alertness, but 
it is also a symptom of the city’s attitude and 
state of mind. 

Even when, occasionally, old-fashioned poli- 
ticlans or prominent businessmen speak, the 
question hour turns usually to things military 
and diplomatic, and they boldly rise to the test 
of the times. 

It is significant that at the recent convention 
of Sigma Delta Chi, the journalism ‘fraternity, 
at Dallas, Grove Patterson, Editor of the Toledo 
Blade, suggested in the principal address that 
there is too much talk of war in the newspapers 
and too little emphasis on peace and means to 
achieve it. : 

There is too much emphasis here on war, too, 
which makes news, though it can be gyerplayed.

Wynn maintains that Berle is a gag-gangster 
who makes his living at the point of a pun, and accuses him of 
having swiped some of his best jokes and characterizations. Milt s 
defense is a brash “So what.” He points out that, like most comics, 


-he has taken his nifties where he found them, and wisecracks that 


he sees no reason why he should make an exception in the case of 


Ed’s material. 

This tempest in a TV-pot has been getting so much space in the 
columns and theatrical trade papers that recently a network execu- 
tive got alarmed and issued a stiffish statement calling for an end 
to the word-brannigan—he said it was impairing the dignity of 


the television industry! 

Old Stuff Well, nobody asked me to put in my oracle, but if 
I were the network executive T wouldn’t brood 

about the incident—providing, that is, it doesn’t, last too long. 

Show business feuds are almost as old as the silly business itself, 

and, up to a point, they intrigue the customer and sell a lot of 

tickets. 

Of course, I might feel a little differently about it if this were 

1849 instead of 1949, because that was the year when a hassel 


between two actors touched off the Astor Place riot in which 22. 


people were killed and almost twice that many sent to the hospital. 


The events leading up to this mayhem in many ways paralleled 
the Berle-Wynn set-to. For one thing, the issue was the charge 
that one man had duplicated another man’s repertoire of plays, 
and for another, the actors involved were much like Ed and Milton 
in talent and temperament. Macready, an Englishman, preferred 
finesse to forensics, while Forrest, an American, had the brass and 
breeziness of Berle. 


The trouble began in 1843 when Macready came to Manhattan 
to pick up some dollar exchange. Up to then, Forrest had been 
cock of the local theatrical walk, and when the spotlight switched 
to the visitor with the broad “A”, he got jealous. And to prove 
he was a better actor, he duplicated Macready’s entire repertoire, 
playing day-and-date against him in everything from “Hamlet” to 
“As You Like It.” ‘ 


The gent from Blighty naturally resented this and accused the 
American of hitting below the buskin. And when Forrest went to 
London two years later, Macready’s fans vegetabled him off the 


stage. 

Both actors showed up in New York for the season 
New York of 1848-49, and by this time their toy war had 
assumed international proportions. On opening night at the Astor 
Place Opera House, Macready was greeted with senile tomatoes 
and odd bits of two-by-fours, and 10 minutes after the play started 
he asked to have the curtain rung down. 


That might have ended the matter, but a group of fair-minded 
New Yorkers, headed by Washington Irving, persuaded Macready 
to try again three nights later, and to assure a courteous hearing 
for the visiting artist, they asked for police protection and alerted 
the State Militia. 


That did it. As far as Forrest’s supporters were concerned, it 
was 1776 and 1812 all over again, and overnight anti-British posters 
were slapped up in the theatrical district. Speculators got “South 
Pacific” prices for tickets, and long before curtain time the street 
in front of the theatre was jammed with brickbat-minded people. 
Rough Macready’s performance of “Macbeth” began with the 

usual barrage of epithets and comestibles, and during 
the first act he and his troup did more ducking than emoting. 
But at the beginning of act two, the audience really got out of 
hand—a chair was tossed from one of the boxes, and when the 
police rushed in and nabbed the troublemaker, fist-fights broke 
out all over the house. 


In the meantime, the crowd outside began to throw cobble- 
stones, and just as it was preparing to take the Opera House by 
storm, the National Guard came charging up with a battery of 
small cannon. A few minutes later, when smoke and tempers had 
lifted, 22 were dead and 36 badly wounded. 


The following week, Macready sailed for England—needless to 
say, for keeps and quits. And poor Forrest, who was blamed for 
the massacre, spent the rest of his life explaining that he Radn’t 
been anywhere near Astor Place the night it happened. : 


Of course, this all took place in the days when men ate steak 
instead of vitamins, and the supporters of Berle and Wynn don’t 
figure to go in for anything as mannish as mayhem. On the other 
hand, if the feud keeps up much longer, their fans might resort 
to something that the television comics would consider even worse 
than murder.

These things and many others will be dis 
cussed tomorrow and Sunday at the Cherokee 
Reservation in Western North Carolina, where in 
the past two years a fine museum of the Chero- 
kee has been established by learned men labor- 
ing for more than 30 years. ‘It will be quite a 
party. Anthropologists and archaeologists: from 
throughout the country will be there—along with 
whatever visitors want to come—to talk about 
the origins of one of the great Indian tribes of 
the nation. 


’ 

Among them, and a‘leading speaker, will 
he Dr. Arthur Kelly, of the Department of 
Anthropology and Archaeology at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, probably the nation’s leading 
authority on the Indian civilization which 
existed in the mountains of Georgia, North 
Carolina and Tennessee before the white 
man came—a civilization represented now 
only the little band of Eastern Cherokees 
who live on the- reservation which became 
their home when they, of all the Cherokees, 
refused to join the great Removal 110 years 
ago and fied to safety in the rugged hills 
along the Oconaluftee. 


Much of the talk will be scientific and above 
the heads of the average man. But the great 
feast they are going to spread will speak for 
itself. It will be prepared by Indian cooks and 
it will present all the dishes that the Cherokee 
ate when he was a free forest ranger, unharassed 
by the white man. From the menu it appears 
that he lived well. Here, for instance, is the 
food he ate. Of fruits and berries the black- 
berry, the huckleberry, the strawberry, rasp- 
berry, elderberry, wild plum, wild cherry, per- 
simmon, the field apricot, of the many grapes, the 
fox grape, the Fall grape and the opossum grape. 

He mufched parched corn as we munch fritos 
at a cocktail party, and he knew many drinks 
besides water. He drank a tea made of sassafras 
and refreshed himself with a sweet drink made 
from sumac, and he was fond of spicewood tea. 
He made a number of breads, among them chest- 
nut bread, beanbread, wild potato bread and 
sweet potato bread. He had corn, wif® greens, 
pumpkins, artichokes and something called 
ramps, which is a wild onion stronger than any 
tame onion. 


All these things, prepared by Indian cooks 
as the Indians prepared them long ago, will be 
on the menu... But the food that will attract the 
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most attention will, of course, be the meats. The 
Cherokee had plenty of protein in his diet. * He 
ate roast bear, roast deer, speckled trout, raccoon 
and turkey. When he lived a free man, bison 
roamed the Eastern hills, and there will be roast 
bison on the menu, too, though where they got 
it in this day and time I do not know. There'll 
be about everything that modern man could want 
to eat except milk and butter, for the Cherokee 
had no dairy products. He made a “milk” from 
the hickory nut. 

After the dinner—the spread costs $2 a head 
and sounds as if it will be worth it—and the 
speaking, the visitors will see the Cherokee mu- 
seum depicting the life of the Cherokee from 
ancient times down to the present day, when 
the remnants of the great nation live in little 
cabins deep in the coves and hollows of the res- 
ervation. 

The ancient marriage rites are shown and 
Indians will dance the old tribal dances in the 
hideous ceremonig! masks fashioned of gourds 
and hornet nests. The boomerang used in kill- 
ing rabbits is shown, and the scalping knife the 
Indian never used until. the white man came to 
force him into terroristic warfare. The dirk car- 
ried by the brave is on display and the beautiful 
singing arrow he used in the hunt. 


Much of his* religion will be teld. His 
reverence for streams and his refusal te pol- 
lute running water was part of his faith, for 
to him the stream, flowing forever, was a 
symbol of immortality, of life that never 
ended. 


For those who make the journey—the reser- 
vation lies between Asheville and Bryson City 
on U. 8S. 19—there will come a new understand- 
ing of the Indian and what he was—and the 
nature of the race that our ancestors so brutally 
annihilated. For he was not, as Said in the begin- 
ning, the crude savage living one step above 
the animal. ° 

“For,’ says Dr. Kelly, “we should not make 
the mistake of thinking that the thousands of 
crude, broken or half-finished artifacts we find 
in the fields once known to the Indian were 
examples of his craftsmanship, or a testimony to 
his ideal. Such things were rejects. His stand- 
ard was perfection, and only in the graves where 
his bones He may we find those articles of im- 
maculate béauty and precision of workmanship 
rey are the true measure of his surpassing 
skill.”

What started this inquiry into plutocratic 
milkmen was the fact that here in Washington 
the Senator had to pay 20 cents a quart for 
milk, while back at his farm in Cherokee, Iowa, 
he was lucky if he got eight cents for it. Sen. 
Gillette had to pay more than twice as much as 
Farmer Gillette got. So he checked the Ag- 
riculture Department. 


It published one document last October 
which said the average hausewife pays 19 
cents a quart for milk, while the average 
farmer gets 12 cents. Another section of 
the same Agriculture Department printed 
another pamphlet which said that the same 
lady pays 19% cents a quart, while the same 
farmer gets 10 cents. The Senator said 
there was something screwy about this, be- 
cause he knew for a fact that many farmers 
get less than eight cents a quart. 


So Sen. G. asked his counsel, Paul Hadlick, 
to see what he could learn about the price of 
milk. The big dairies’ from all over reported 
that they barely were getting by, even when 
they doubled the price of milk, on account of 
the wages they had to pay. Hadlick asked how 
come? 

It turned out that the bottle crashers in most 
American big cities are the gold-plated, emerald- 
studded elite of American union labor. There 
are milkmen, of course, who earn only around 
$50 a week, but the great majority of them in 
big towns take in $100 a week and uP.

The situation’s hard 


Mostly they work on a salary and com- 
mission basis. A lively milkman with a 
persuasive way about him can and fre- 
quently does build up a business that nets 
him around $10,000 @ year. And he doesn’t 
even have to furnish his own horse. 


The Dairy Association moguls all indicated 
that Chicago was where this splendid situation 
—from the viewpoint of the milkman—had 
reached its zenith. There the milkmen ride in 
Cadillacs, eat caviar only, and sleep on silken 
sheets. : 

Some of these nocturnal gentlemen are for- 
tunate enough to have on their routes restau- 
rants, cafeterias and hotels. Some of these take 
a thousand quarts a day or more. Under the 
rules the happy milkman gets the same com- 
mission on each quart. whether he delivers one 
bottle at time, or 1,500. 


So it is, said the milk moguls, that some 
of their drivers earn more money than they 
do. Twenty thousand a year for a milkman 
is not unusual. Several take in $25,000. And 
one supersalesman, who smiles all the time 
(including while he sleeps), earns $30,000 
a year. 


From now on I tip my hat and bow respect- 
fully to the milkman. He probably holds the 
mortgage on my house.

Our Defeat in China 


WASHINGTON—The gift of all gifts President Truman and 
Secretary of State Acheson would like to find on their Christmas 
trees is a China policy that would win them bipartisan co-operation 


in Congress. 

The defeat for American di- 
plomacy in China, first evi- 
denced in January, 1947, when 
Gen. George Marshall confessed 
failure of his year-long attempt 
to bring about a union between 
Chiang Kai-shek and Communist 
Mao: Tse-tung, now has devel- 
oped into a complete rout. 

Closely approaching control 
of the whole country, Mao Tse 
tung is imposing studied humili- 
ation on every American he can 
reach. And the puny Nation- 
alist Navy—all that is left of 
Chiang’s power—is firing with- 
out hindrance on American mer- 
chant ships, even on the high 
seas. 


In a full-dress conference 
Wednesday, plainly designed 
to appease a rising public criti- 
cism, the most Mr. Acheson 
offered was an expression of 
angry indignatiom because of 
Communist arrest and mis- 
treatment of official Ameri- 
cans and a warning te Ameri- 
can shipmasters that if they 
sail Chinese waters it must 
be at their own risk. 


While it is difficult to see 
what the United States could 
do in reprisal for Communist 
insults, short of outright war, 
American warships are close at 
hand and fully capable of pro- 
tecting American shipping. The 
only reason the latter step 
hasn’t been taken probably is 
that American attack on the Na- 
tionalists, leaving the Commu- 
nists unscathed, would draw a 


*mighty howl of congressional 


protest. 


IF THE United States would 
throw Chiang completely over- 
board, the way might be opened 
for some degree of accommoda- 
tion with the Communists. Re- 
gardless of what we do, there is 
every indication that Britain, 
Canada and most other trading 
nations soon will recognize the 
Communist regime. President 
Truman’s China troubles can be 
traced back to his repudiation 
of the beginning of a hipartisan 
approach to Far Eastern prob- 


lems which he inherited from 


President Roosevelt. 

When Mr. Truman entered the 
White House the Ambassador to 
China was Patrick J. Hurley, a 
Republican. Earlier, President 
Roosevelt had sent Wendell L. 
Willkie on a trip to China. Will- 
kie might have been offered the 
Chinese ambassadorship except 
that, on his return home, he 
popped off in ways Mr. Roose- 
velt didn’t like. 


Six months after Mr. Tru- 
man took over he fired Gen- 
eral Hurley. The reason for 
his dismissal, Hurley said, was 
that he protested when “the 
professional foreign service 
men sided with the Commu- 
nist armed party and the im- 
perialistic bloc of nations 
whose policy it has been to 
keep China divided against 
herself.” 


It was following the removal 
of Hurley that President Tru- 
man delegated General Marshall 
to his unsuccessful attempt to 
bring about peace between Na- 
tionalists and Communists in 
China.

Another One 
About a Book

The nine-year-old was reading a grown- 
up Bible:story aloud and it was his own 
doing. It was the story of Esau and his brother Jacob, the 
bitter old tale of Esau plotting to slay the younger one be- 
cause “he hath supplanted me these two times; he took 


away my birthright and behold, now he hath taken away 
my blessing.” 

There was Rebekah, the eternal mother, pleading between them: 
“Arise, flee . . . until thy brother’s fury turn away .. . then I 
will send,.and fetch thee from thence; why should I be deprived 
also of you both in one day?” 

They were vital words, big and sonorous and full of action, and 
the boy sensed he was pleasing us and he went on, stumbling 
through Mahalath and Ishmael Abraham and Nabajoth and Padan- 
Aram, gaining momentum and exhilaration as his eyes moved. 

The radio was turned low, muting the snarl of a mystery, and 
the television set was going full blast in another room, but he 
ignored them both, reading hungrily. . 

_ The thought came to me that this book he held in his leathery 
little hands, a wonderful new volume called “In Our Image,” might 
hold the answer to the restless thought that intrudes into the minds 
of parents that the days of family reading of the Bible are dis- 
appearing and: almost gone. 

Maybe the thin paper, the small print, the accented syl- 
lables of the Book cannot compete, in the eyes of the young, 
with the vivid action of movies and the funny papers. 

He had found the new Book himself, caught by the supplicating 
face on the cover, the lined, brown skin, the hoary beard so real 
the hairs seemed to be moving with the prayerful mouth, and he 
had said: “Look, is this Moses?” 

Somebody leaned over and said: “No, it is Abraham.” 

He looked a long time, then he turned the pages. 

There was Creation ...man emerging in the image of God, 
on the sixth day, with the symbols of the five first days in the 
background: darkness and light; water and firmament; earth and 
vegetation; sun, moon and stars: and creatures of the water, air 
and land, all creations of the Hand of God. 

There were Adam and Eve, and the serpent, ‘‘more subtle than 
than any beast of the field,” beguiling them; there were Noah and 
his old wife, surveying the lonely and strange landscape of the 
world after the receding of the waters: Jacob becoming Israel; 
Joseph and his Brethren; Joshua, burdened and bewildered; Gideon 


and all the others. | 
Then he was reading, and we listened, liking him better than 


we did with a comic book in his hand. 

He turned the pages until he came to David mourning—the 
tragic moment in the old King’s life when he had seen his errant 
but beloved son killed as a traitor: “Would God I had died for 
thee, O Absolom, my son, my son,” and he put the book down 
and trotted off without a word to bed. : 

It was that picture, the face of grief, that had caused on- 
lookers to weep as they looked at it this week at Rich’s, 
where half of the original illustrations for “In Our Image” 
have been on display. 

The stories of the book are thrilling, printed in big dramatic 
letters that catch the eye, but the thing that brings the narratives 
to life are the pictures. me 

Houston Harte, a newspaperman with the conviction that every- 
one would read the stories of the Bible, if they were presented as 


compellingly as modern books, sought out Guy Rowe, an artist - 


who believed the people of the Bible were real men and women, 


not weak, wispy, pious figures from a misty past. 
Rowe, known for his lifelike illustrations for the cover of Time 


magazine, saw the old characters of the days of Joshua as rough, 
calloused, strong, uncouth perhaps, impulsive, inflammable, inspired, 
often cunning, ordinary. He saw them weeping, grinning, wheedling, 
praying, threatening, and he captured their virility and humanity 
with an ancient method of painting with grease on an acetate 


material.

At least that’s the theory of industrial psychologist and 
Georgia Tech professor, Dr. Sidney Q. Janus, who wouldn’t 
be in business if he believed executives came about 


through a stroke of destiny. 

According to the psychologist, emotionally upset executives fall 
into four categories: 

1, The superdynamo, with a terrific drive and abundant energy 
that is really a compensation for a basic Fe my of insecurity. 

2. The top sergeant who sadistically bullies his employees be- 

> Bae - trust his own ability. 

3. The chronic faultfinder, bit by the efficiency bug, who be- 
littles his employees by picking at details. 

4. The change resister who bellows that things have been the 
same around here for 40 years and aren’t going to change now. 

To be a good executive, Janus believes one must know himself, 
his workers and the conditions under which he is an. executive. 

“We never see ourselves as others see us,” says the psycholo- 
gist, “but psychological tests can give us some insight into our own 
personality by mirroring our behavior patterns and our reactions 
to certain conditions. When an executive finds he has been in- 
different to his workers, he can get busy and change things.” 

Janus believes an executive must be congenial and sociable 
with his employees. “He must do more than command efficiency. 
He mast be a master of the human motive, bringing out the em- 
ployee’s whole ego and enlisting his complete co-operation.” 

The best rules for a boss to follow, according to Janus, are 
those outlined 2,000 years ago in the Sermon on the Mount.

Play canasta enough and 
sooner or later you will en- 
counter the miracle. You'll pick 
up a ready-made canasta. 

It will look like a godsend, of 
course, and your tendency will 
be to put it down at once, and 
gloat. But scientific skepticism, 
transcending the obvious, is at 
the root of all science, including 
the frivolous science of games. 
So stop and be curiously skepti- 
eal for a moment. 

Here’s a hand you might hold; 
someone else did: - 


You need 90. The upcard is a 
queen, which you can't use; and 
you draw something worthless, 
anything from the king to the 
four that doesn’t match one of 
your cards. 

The question is, should you 
lay down the canasta? 

The answer is, no, of course 
not. Why should you? The 
situation is little different from 
any other in which you can 
make your initial meld at the 
eost of seven cards. You 
wouldn’t do it then; there is 
even less reason to do it now. 

For one thing, two or three 
lucky draws miay give you a 
complete hand and then you can 
go out concealed. The 100-pgint 
bonus isn’t much, as canasta 
acores go, but it’s still a hundred 
points. 

And your right-hand opponent 
may, in two or three rounds, 
throw a seven and give you the 
pack. That would be lucky for 
you, but you were lucky enough 
to pick up a canasta in the first 
place, weren’t you? 

Question: When a player dis- 
ecards a wild card, is the pack 
frozen to both sides or only to 
the opponents? 

Answer: A wild card in the 
pack freezes it for both sides.

The problem of school fi- 
nancing may be expected to be 
come increasingly acute under the 
present tax structure. The school 
district bond issue of $1,925,000.00 
voted Tuesday, October 18, 1949, 
will provide the buildings and 
equipment for the next four-year 
period at the present rate of in- 
crease. This bond issue will pro 
vide finances for the necessary ad- 
ditions to the present white and 
Negro schools and for the eon- 
struction of four new schools, 
three for white children and one 
for Negro children. These added 
facilities will provide for the De 
Kalb County School enrollment 
for the next three te four-year 
period. 

The schedule for financing and 
retiring these bonds is noteworthy. 
Realizing the value of a stable

COUNTY SCHOOLS 

The Grand Jury eonducted a 
comprehensive and extensive in- 
vestigation of the DeKalb County 
School System. It was impressed 
by the financial controls devel- 
oped over the period of the past 
two years. The system operates 
under a fiscal year budget, which 
is subdivided into monthly sub- 
budgets. For instance, the Board 
of Education budgets a _ specific 
amount for instructional services, 
transportation, materials, utilities, 
ar.d other items for each month 
of the fiscal year. The Superin- 
tendent of Schools operates* under 
this budget and prepares on the 
first day of each month a finan- 
cial report, showing a comparison 
between actual expenditures and 
the budgeted amounts. It is thus 
possible to determine at any time 
the exact financial status of the 
school system. 

The Grand Jury finds that a 
uniform system of accounting has 
been developed and put in opera- 
tion in all the schools in the Coun- 
ty to cover funds received from 
athletic contests, pupil supply fees, 
and all other monies received and 
handled by the principals in the 
several schools. Each principal of 
the system is under bond. By ti- 
nancial statements and annual au- 
dits, accurate accounts are avail- 
able on all funds received and 
handled by the principals of the 
schools. 

The Grand Jury finds that the 
public operation of the school

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Light, dark, large, small—fruit cakes galore—to store 
for holidays or for those much-appreciated personal gifts. 
Here are recipes for the truly traditional, the slightly dif- 


ferent and the just plain fruit cake. 


For a really royal 


taste in fruit cakes remember the necessary long ripening. 


Remember, too, they are the 
greatest little “filler-inners” 
you can have on hand to 
serve for impromptu holi- 
day gatherings. 


FIVE PREPARATION TIPS 


1. Make fruit cake baking 
time easy on yourself. Prepare 
and measure all raisins, dried 
fruits, nuts, candied fruits and 
peels, and line cake pans on one 
day. The next day prepare the 
batter, combine with remaining 
ingredients and bake. 

2. Grease pans for fruit cakes 
and line them with 2 thickness- 
es of greased brown paper and 
one thickness of greased waxed 
paper. This keeps the outside of 
the cake from becoming too 
crusty and makes the baked 
cake easier to handle. 

3. A pair of scissors is the 
perfect utensil with which to 
slice raisins, dried fruits, and 
candied fruits and peels for 
fruit cake. 

4. Choose golden raisins, apri- 
cots, pears and peaches for mak- 
ing light fruit cakes. 

5. For gifts and small families, 
bake fruit cakes in small pans. 
Little 6-inch loaf pans or No. 2 
tin cans are ideal for this. A one- 
pound cake will bake in two and 
one-half hours in a very slow 
oven (250 degrees). 


HOLIDAY FRUIT CAKE

Yield: About 3% 
pounds, 

Note: Three cups (1% pounds) 
candied fruit cake mix may be 
used in place of the candied 
cherries, citron, pineapple and 
orange and lemon rind.

Prepare fruits and nuts and 
mix together in a large bowl.

Add eggs gradually, beating 
thoroughly after each addition. 
Beat in dry ingredients, sifted 
together. Thoroughly fold bat- 
ter into fruits and nuts. Grease 
loaf pan, then line sides and bot- 
tom with two thicknesses of 
heavy brown paper. Grease pa- 
per generously. Add batter, fill- 
ing pan nearly to the top, level- 
ing off smoothly.

STORING, DECORATING 
AND GLAZING CAKES 


Allow baked cakes to stand 
in pans until almost cold. Re- 
move cakes from pans and let 
stand on cake cooler until fol- 
lowing day; keep cakes covered 
loosely with clean towel. 

Wrap cold cakes in at least 
two thicknesses of waxed paper; 
store in tin box or other tightly 
covered container. Or wrap 
cakes in a cloth moistened with 
wine or brandy or pour about 
% cup wine or brandy over 
cake. Then wrap cake in waxed 
paper and place in a tight con- 
tainer; moisten the cloth or 
pour liquor over cake two or 
three times during aging period. 

To decorate ripened cakes ar- 
range nuts and candied fruits in 
the design desired. Cover cake 
and decorations with apricot 
glaze. Allow glaze to dry a few 
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hours before packing or serving 


cakes. Fruit cakes should be 
ripened several weeks before 
glazing or serving.

When: the anti-trust lawyers from Washington filed their suit 
against A&P, we told the American people, our customers, our 
suppliers and our employees how this attack would affect them.

We said that if they succeed in destroying A&P the way would 
be cleared for the destruction of other efficient large-scale 
retailers.

Since that time, however, the anti-trust lawyers have been mak- 
ing speeches, talking over the radio, writing letters and giving 
stories to the newspapers, in which they say we are all wrong. 
They say that this suit will not close a single A&P store; and 
that instead of raising food prices it will lower them. 

And they have tried to give the impression that nobody will be 
hurt by this decision except the present owners of A&P. 

We don’t think that the American people want to be confused by 
these statements. We know that when they have the facts, they 
will understand that this case can affect the living &andards and 
the way of life of every American citizen. 


ee facts: 


It Will Destroy A&P 


The anti-trust lawyers have repeatedly stated that “the suit will not result 
in the closing of a single A&P store’, and that “the purpose of the suit is 
to enjoin A&P from continuing activity which has been held to violate 
the law.”’ 

The fact is that the suit is designed not only to “enjoin” A&P from alleged 
illegal activities, but attually to destroy the company. 


Here is what they have a: ked the court to do: 


Break up A&P’s retail stores into seven groups, each of which must 
be sold to different owners, and operated under new management. 
Order us to sell A&P’s factories, which produce many of the fine foods 
you find in our stores, to still other new owners. 

Prevent any of the seven groups of stores from operating any of the 
factories. 

None of the present owners, who have made A&P what it is today, 
can have anything to do with either the stores or the factories. 


The first A&P store was opened 90 years ago. For the past 50 years the 


company has been managed.by George L. Hartford and John A. Hartford. 


These are the men who have pioneered the policy of low-cost, low-profit, 
low-price food retailing which has won A&P the patronage of millions of 
American families and given them more good food for their money. 


If the anti-trust lawyers have their way, these men and other company 
executives will be completely out of the picture. No one can predict what 
the policies of the new owners of the various parts of A&P will be. 


No one can predict that they will sell the same quality food at the same 


low prices, or that they will keep the same employees, or give them the 
same high wages, short hours, pensions and security. 


Nor, despite the anti-trust lawyers’ statement, can anyone tell how many 
A&P stores will remain open or will be closed. 

So, while there may be a food store where your-A&P is now located, it 
won't be your A&P store. 

Make no mistake about it. If the anti-trust lawyers win their suit it will 
mean the end of A&P as you know it. 


Your Food Will Cost More 


The anti-trust lawyers have repeatedly stated that the suit will not increase, 
but should decrease, grocery prices. 

Anybedy who has ever shopped in an A&P store, or has ever taken a 
high-school course in economics, knows better than that. 


Everyone knows that A&P’s policy has always been to keep costs and ~ 


profits at a minimum so that it can sell good food cheap. 
The very heart of the anti-trust lawyers’ case is that A&P’s methods, which 
they claim are illegal, have enabled the company to undersell competitors. 
How can anyone possibly say that you will get lower food prices by elimi- 
nating the company that has done so much to bring them down? 
Actually, there is no question that this suit, if successful, will mean higher 
food prices for A&P customers. 
Here is just one of a number of reasons: 
We ‘manufacture many of the quality foods we sell in our stores, such 
as Bokar, Red Circle and Eight O’Clock coffees, Ann Page foods, White 
House milk, and many others. 
The anti-trust lawyers admit that we pass along these manufacturing 


savings to our customers in the form of lower prices. 


But, the anti-trust lawyers have asked the court to order = to get rid of 
our manufacturing facilities, which would put an end to all these savings. 


This means that if these A&P brands continued to be manufactured, you 


would have to pay higher prices for them wherever you found them. 


The anti-trust lawyers say that food prices would go down in other stores. 
They claim that food manufacturers would be able to sell cheaper to other 
grocers because they would not have to make up alleged losses they now 
incur in selling to A&P. 


This, of course, is pure nonsense. The suppliers who voluntarily seek our. 
business and are now rushing to our defense obviously find it profitable to 
deal with A&P. Actually, their sales to this company enable them to build 
up their volume, reduce their costs, and sell more cheaply to all grocers. 


The elimination of A&P from the picture would tend t6 increase, rather 
than decrease, the wholesale cost of food; and this, in turn, will be reflected 
in increases in retail prices. 


Make no mistake about it. If the anti-trust lawyers succeed in putting A&P 
out of business you will find your food bill is higher. 


Others Will Be Hurt 


The anti-trust lawyers have insisted that this suit will not affect other dis- 
tributors, “‘nof will it destroy any efficiencies of mass distribution." 

The fact is that the anti-trust lawyers ask the court to break up the com- 
pany, make it get rid of its admittedly legal manufacturing operations and 
in general destroy many of the efficiencies which have enabled it to sell food 
cheaper. 

If such an attack is successful, it immediately raises the likelihood of similar 
attacks on other chain stores. 

The anti-trust lawyers are saying that they “do not contemplate any other 
suits of this nature at this time.” | 

But that does not mean that they cannot undertake such suits at any future 
time if they win this case. 

Asa matter of fact, the anti-trust lawyers wns practically the same allega- 
tions against two of our largest competitors that they are making against us. 
And it can also be used as the basis for an attack against other grocers and 
merchants in other li 
There are today literally thousands of chain stores, voluntary groups and 
individual merchants operating with the same methods and in the same 
pattern here under attack. 


If A&P is destroyed, no businessman could safely pursue an aggressive 
sales policy designed to lower prices and give his customers a better deal 
if by so doing he takes business away from any competitor. 


Even if the anti-trust lawyers have no intention now of prosecuting other 
suits, a decision against A&P will establish a precedent that could be used 
by the present anti-trust lawyers, or any future anti-trust lawyers, to destroy 
any efficient business that buys cheaply, sells cheaply, and grows big in 
the process. 


Such a decision would mean the end of the vigorous, healthy price com- 
petition which has given this country the highest standard of living ever 
enjoyed by any people anywhere in the history of the world. 


The anti-trust lawyers are trying to give a new interpretation to the anti- 
trust laws that, instead of preserving competition, will reduce competition. 
They are trying, by court decision, to impose a new kind of economic policy 
on the people of this country.

That a straw is not an effec- 
tive means of sustaining life in 
troubled water is a reasonably 
well established fact. But if it’s 
the only thing in sight, the pro- 
spective drownee might just as 
well reach for it. That about 
represents the attitude of the 
East player in the defense of 
South’s unindorsed slam _ con- 


tract. 
A word or two about the bid- 


ding. South by his behavior dur- 


ing the auction incurred not 
onky the righteous indignation 
of his partner, but a staggering 
loss of points. His rebid of two 
no trump does not meet with 
our approval. While he has the 
high cards to justify such action, 
he holds an unbalanced hand 
that may play better in a suit 
and a rebid of one spade is 
prescribed. It is rarely indeed 
that a four card major suit 
should be suppressed, particu- 
larly when it can be shown at 
a low level. North’s leap to four 
hearts, was.distinctly on the 
conservative side. Our own taste 
runs to a direct bid of six hearts 
over the two no trump call. 
North can win seven tricks him- 
seif and surely it is not asking 
too much for partner to deliver 
about five, when he has opened 
the bidding and jumped. South’s 
leap to six no trump is some- 
thing out of a comic strip. It 
will be seen that a slam in 
hearts could be made if declarer 
guessed properly against a club 
or a spade lead, and was a 
cinch against any other open- 
ing. | 

West had no clear cut lead. 
While the double of a slam nor- 
mally asks for the lead of dum- 
my’s suit, the convention was 
devised primarily for suit slams 
and not so much for no trump, 
particularly where it is apparent 
that dummy has a powerful suit 
and that the no trump contract 
eannot be fulfilled without rely- 
ing upon it. Had West chosen 
to lead a club there would have 
been no story to tell, but he 
elected to lead the two of spades 
and East won with the ace. 


A hasty estinrate of the enemy 
assets indicated at least 12 
tricks.
